The Hornets’ inspired effort against the powerful Hum- 
boldt State College "Jacks for three quarters speaks highly 
of the squad's football capabilities. There were many who 
thought the Hornets would crumble before the well-manned 
northerners. However, it wasn’t until the final quarter that 
the Lumberjacks were able to take command of the contest. 

Going into the last 15 minutes of play the Hornets 
held a 9-7 advantage, thanks to a 22-yard field goal at the 
end of the first half by Dick Bach. When Humboldt finally 
took a 14-9 lead the Hornets had one last chance to pull 
the game out of the fire—and they almost did it. SSC took 
the ensuing kickoff and began its final march. 

The drive, sparked mainly by the running of fleetfooted 
halfback Adolphus McGee, progressed smoothly until the 
Hornets reached the Jacks’ 19 yard line. Here, the drive 
bogged down and when faced with a fourth and one situa- 
tion the Green and Gold failed to gain the necessary yard- 
age. McGee, who had been running well all night, was given 
the ball. On this particular occasion, however, he was un- 
able to squeeze across for the first down. 

This was the key play aad alse the turning point ef the 
game. Had the Hernete been able to capitalize on this drive, 
they could conceivably have benten the Lumberjacks. At least, 
the "Jacks would have been faced with the task of coming from 
behind. 


After this Hornet drive failed, Humboldt exploded. On 
their second play from scrimmage Cecil Stephans raced 76 
yards to score. A few minutes later the ’Jacks were on the 
scoreboard again. This tally was set up by an SSC fumble. 
Halfback Frank Ajello skirted the Hornets left flank for 
the final 17 yards. Humboldt’s final TD came on a 30 yard 
pass from Fred Whitmire to Drew Roberts in the closing 
moments of the game.

‘Don't Help Us, Join Us’ 


General contention of Student Council 
at last week’s discussion session was that 
the foreign student at this campus is ne- 
glected——a type of unintentionally imposed 
segregation exists for him. 

The Council feels that we, as students, 
have failed to recognize the foreign student 


as an equal, He arrives here a stranger and 
leaves a stranger. Often times he never 
realizes what America is like, for his as- 
sociations are limited to 7ellow foreign stu- 


dents and an occasional interested Ameri- 
can, In short we make no open invitation 
to him to participate in the American way 
of life. 
A Limited Role 

Demetrius Koubourlis, a Greek student 
and president of the Cosmopolitan Club, 
agrees that the foreign student's role on 
the Sacramento State College can.pus is 
limited, We feel, along with the Council 
and Koubourlis, that avenues can and 
should be opened to integrate our foreign 
guests into the Association and the com- 
munity. 

Some suggestions to achieve this goal 
were aired by the ASSSC governing board 
including: 


Call for Action... 


To those still uttering cries of anguish 
over Student Council’s condemnation of 
the San Francisco Immigration Authority 
for revoking visas of two foreign students 
without specific cause, we give this alterna- 
tive: If you are not satisfied with Council's 
action and you desire change through 
peaceful means, impeachment is the an- 
In our system of checks and bal- 
ances, recall is an alternative if the so- 
called despots are to be removed from of-

Suggestions—A welcoming committee 
to meet the new foreign student at the 
airport, bus or train terminal. In this man- 
ner a favorable impression of Americans 
could be fostered from the start. 

—During orientation and registration 
week a guide could be assigned each en- 
tering foreign student to help him co- 
ordinate his first confused days here. 

—A reception. or function could be held, 
possibly during the orientation week, to in- 
clude him as a meinber of our campus com- 
munity. To insure success of this type of 
program it must have the participation of 
the entire student association. 

—The State Hornet proposes yet an 
additional step to encourage the integra- 
tion —that of the Student Association of- 
fiers establishing a permanent committee 
to cement good relations among the Ameri- 
can and foreign student. 

Not Helping Hand 

It is not a matter of offering a helping 
hand to the foreign student, rather a situa- 
tion of learning from him and he learning 
from us. 

Speaking in behalf of the foreign stu- 
dent, Koubourlis said, “Don’t help us— 
join us.”” What more need be said?

Editor, The State Hornet: 

Jim Downton, with the bless- 
ing of the ASSC has in short 
condemned the methods and/or 
motives of the U.S. Immigra- 
tion Service in the expulsion of 
Christopher Bacon and Mary 
MacIntosh, two University of 
California (Berkeley) graduate 
students from England, because 
they were critical of the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. Downton also accused our 
government of being hypocrit- 
ical where freedom is concerned 
and of being overly fearful of 
communism. He suggested that 
America should improve within 
or internally instead of blam- 
ing Russia or the communists 
for just about everything that 
goes wrong. 

The ASSC went further by 
passing a resolution criticizing 
the USIS. Against this Mr. Aus- 
tin Nelson has recently written 
a letter vigorously protesting 
@ this resolution. He claims that 
the “ASSSC has no authority, 
nor foes it have the right to 
take positions on off-campus is- 
sues in the name of its entire 
membership.” Nelson wants the 
council “to confirm itself to the 
business of operating the ASSSC 
and leave the administration of 
Federal agencies to the Presi- 
dent and Congress of the 
United States.” 

ASSSC Guidance 

But suppose the President 
and the Congress are a bit slow; 
suppose they are wrong on an 
issue; suppose they want some 
guidance from such a group as 
the ASSSC. 

True, the ASSSC may not

from, Mr. Nelson. In like man- 
ner, the Federal government 
does not always represent our 
views. 

Blessing 

I grant the ASSSC the de- 
layed permission, if it needs it, 
to continue speaking for me 
and with my blessing on this is- 
sue. I am sure that many of our 
student body would do likewise, 
but to be sure, it may prove 
wise to put it to a vote of some 
sort. This might jolt our stu- 
dents out of apathy and awaken 
them to realization that some of 
our local and national rights are 
being abused. 

I do not know whether the 
ASSSC has the legal right to 
act as they did. However, I am 
glad that they did. There seems 
to be a higher law that governs 
men from time to time—a sense 
of justice, of fair play, of a spir- 
ituality that distinguishes men 
from animals. 

Why were these two expelled? 

Criticism 

The only amswer vaguely 
given was that they held un- 
popular political viewpoints. 
The actions of these two visit- 
ing students were no different 
from those of our own but they 
were visitors—and dared to be 
critical. 

America is still suffering 
from growing pains, we are not 
yet ready to take criticisms— 
we are still insecure—we see 
not one but two communists un- 
der every bed. The sad part of 
the “growing pain” is that we 
may be growing backwards. 
What is the use of fighting if 
we must adopt the enemy's 


methods.
